MRS. BELKNAP'S FORTUNE.

Gen. Belknap has many friends in this 
city, who have admired him as a soldier, 
to whom this news was worse than death. 
Mrs. Belknap is almost a Cincwnatian, 
having been raised in Harrodsburg, Ky., 
and having spent some time in this city. 
Her wedding took place Deeember 11, 
1873, at Harrodsburg, Ky., which was 
the home of ber father, Dr. Joho A. 
Tomlinson, who died about twelve years 
age. She had previously been the wife 
of Mr. Bower, who was conneckd with 
the hardware house of E G. Leonard in 
this city. Mr. and Mrs. Bower lived at 
the Burnett House during their stay in 
Cincinnati, and Mrs Soe. by her 
accomplishment and engaging manners, 
became a valued member of society. 
Her husband’s health failing, she went 
with hi.n to Cu! a, where be died. It is said 
that at his death she obtained $20,0J0 
on an insurance policy on his life. She 
had also other property, all of which 
she placed under the care of Mr. Geo. H 
Pendleton, who managed it so success- 
fully t at when she married the secreta- 
ry of war, her fortune was estimated at 
$100,600.. During her widowhood, Mrs. 
Bower had spent twelve months in Ena- 
rope, where, with her natural active 
mind, she perfected herself in French 
and other modern languages. So far as 
we have been able to ascertain, her stay 
in Cincinnati was marked by nothing to 
cause a word of reproach. She was a 
devoted wife, a brilliant woman ia s0- 
ciety, and eminently fitted for the place 
she has held in Washington since her 
marriage to Gen. Belkmap.

taxes to pay the interest on the debt had 
to be increased in proportion to the 
deht itself, 


But who thinks of censuring Gov 
Jenkins and the democratic party for 
this increase ofdebt and taxes? When 
they came intu office ufter the war, they 
found the state finances in the condition 
of a large neglected plantation, whic): 
had been overrun by contending armies, 
the houses burnt, the fencing gone, the 
ditches stop up, the fields wasned, 
and the stock stolen and carried awgy.
